The following anecdotes of this sin r individual, are ea 


Stewart's ‘Char cter and Manners of the Hich- 
landers.’ Our readers will recognize an oid Waverly acquain 


tance. 


Among the most extraordinary characteus that 
have figured in the Hichlands within the last cen- 
tury, was Rob Rov Macgregor, of whose manner 
of lite, and bis exploits against the Duke of Mon. 
trose, some Curious particulars ave mentioned by 

ur author. The duke entered into a partners 
ship with Macgregor, m cattle dealing; and the 
consiruction which his grace chose to put on this 
partnership was, that he should participate in the 
gains, but any loss which might ensue shouid be 
exclusively sustained by Macgregor. He there- 
fore took legal measures against Mtacgrepor, and 
had his lands taken in execution for payment of 
the debt w! ich he claimed against \acgregor, on 
account of toss in the cattle speculation. ‘Thus 
stripped of his estate, through the injustice of the 
duke, Macgregor collected about twenty men of 
his followers, and with them, continued, through 
the rest of his life, av open war avamst the duke, 
who be was determined should not enjoy, with 
impunity, an estate which he had acquired by 
means Which he denounced as dishonouradle and 
unjust. For thirty years did this man levy con. 
tributions on the duke and his tenants withont any 
act of violence to other parties, and (from the way 
in which be conducted his proceedings,) without 
commilling any injustice agamst the tenants. His 
practice was to give to every tenant a regular re- 
ceipt for what he took from him, as so much ac- 
counied for to the duke. kt was usual im those 
times for the tenants to pay erther the whole or 
part of the rents in Kind. Many of the Duke of 

ontrose’s tenants pay their rents in meal, which 
was generally lodged in a store house or granary, 
called in Scotland a Girnul, near the Loch of 
Monteath. It was Macgregor's practice, when he 
wanted a supply of nical, to send notice to a cer- 
tain number of the duke’s tenants desiring them 
to meet him on a day which he named, wiih their 
horses, to carry home his meal. With this re. 
quisition the ieuants, who knew what the conse- 
quence of their non-compliance would be, never 
failed to comply. They met at the appointed ime 
ind place. He then ofdered the horses to be 
loaded at this Guroal, gave the duke’s siorekeep- 
er a regular receipt for the quantity which he 
took, and marched away, always entertainyyg the 
tenants very handsomely, and taking care never 
to take any meal which was not first lodged by 
them in the Girnal, and thus given in satisfaction 
of their rent 

But Macgregor did not confine himself to take 
ing the duke’s rents in kind. He someiimes also 
took care to supply hiniself with money pay- 
ments; and of this our author mentions a curious 
instance. 

On one occasion, when Mr. Graham of Killearn, 
the factor (steward,) had collected the tenants to 
pay their rents, all Rob Roy’s men happened to 
be absent, except Alexander Swart, “the ballie,” 
whom I have already mentioncd. With this sin- 
gle attendant he descended to Chapcllairech, 
where the factor and the tenants were assembled, 
He reached the house af er i was dark, and, look- 
ing in at a window. saw Killearn, surrounded by 
a number of the tenants, with a bag full of money 
which he had received, and was in the act of de. 
positing in a pres. or cupboard, at the seme time 
saving that he would cheocrfuily give all the bag 
for Rob Roy’s head. ‘his notilieation was not 
lost ow the out side visiter, who instantly gave or- 
ders, in a loud voiee to place two men at each 
window, two at each corner, and four at each of 
two doors. thus appearing to have twenty men-~ 
Immediately the door opened, and be walked in 
with his attendant c.ose behind, each armed with 
a sword in his right and a pistol in his left-hand, 
and with dirks and pistols slang in their belts —~ 
The company started up, but he desired them 
to sit down, as bis business’ was only with ‘Kil- 
learn, whom be desired to hand down the bag, 
and put it on the table. When this was dove, he 
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desired the money to be counted, and proper oo 
ecipts drawn om, certifying that be recet . 
the Duke of Montrose’s agent, as the 
Wreney Om havin id their 
duke’s property, the tenants rp * agen 
rents, so tat ae after demand conld be ma 4 
wnt of this transaction; and fine ng 
pees Mae the peopte had aot obtained receipts, 
he desired the factor to grant them pe mene cd 
‘+9 show his grace,” Said he, ‘that it ts from him 
}iake the money, and not from these honest men 
who have paid bim’ After the whole was row 
cluded he ordered supper, saying, that as he - 
got the purse, it was proper he should pay ‘ a 
dill; and after they had drank heartuy togethe 
faz several hours, he called hie batlie to produce 
his dirk, and lay it naked on the table. Killearn 
was then sworn that he would net move, vor di- 
rect any one else to move from that spot for an 
hour atier the departure of Macgregor, who thus 
cautioned him:—If you break your oath, you 
know what vou are to expect in the next world, 
and in this,—pointing to bis dirk. He then walk 
ed away, and was beyond prusuit before the hour 
xpired. ’ 
: Ane her exploit, somewhat similar 1s narrated 
by our author but at - great length for us to 
resent a full extract of it. 
? yr officer, with forty wlciers, was despatched 
from some of the garrisons in the low countries, 
with direetions to apprehend Maegregor, on ac- 
count of this war which he thus carried on againet 
Montrose, Vhbe movements ¢f this party were 
watched by Macgregor much sooner than they 
were aware of. They proceeded in Tayndrum nv 
BE eadaibane, in the immediate neighbourhood of 
which Macgregor’s party bappened at that time 
to be. He himself assumed the cisguise of a her- 
gar and went to the inn at Taynadium, where the 
officer and his party were quartered. He walked 
into the kitehen iy this disguise and sate down 
among the soldiers. They soon found the beggar 
to be a lively sarcastic fellow, and a very bad sub- 
ject for some practical jokes which they attempt. 
ed to put upon him. He preteaded great anger, 
and threatened to mform Rob Roy of the conduct 
cowards him, who was but a poor harmless fel- 
jaw. They immediately asked what he knew of 
Rob Roy, and where that person was. The beg- 
gar said be knew him well, and also Raew where 
he then was. OF this the sergeant of the party 
informed the oilicer, who sending for the be yar, 
engaged kim to conduct himectf and his party to 
Cvianlarich, where he said Rob Roy and his men 
then were: their arms being lodged in one house, 
while they themselfes were sitiing in another; 
60 thet it was expected they would tall an easy 
prey. Ue told them, besides, that Rob Roy wis 
on very friendly and intimate terms with him 
sametimes placing him at the head of his table; 
and “when it is dark,’ he said to the officer, “1 
shall wo forward, you will fullow m balf an hour, 
and when near the house, rush on, place your men 
at the back of the house ready to seize on the 
arms of the Highlanders, while you shall go round 
te the front with the sergeant and two men, walk 
in, and call out that the whole sre your prisoners; 
and don’t be surprised although you see me a' 
the head of the company” Accordingly, when 
it was dark, the beggar went forward, and the 
olicer wih his party tollowed at the appointed 
time. It is said, indeed, that the beggar and the 
soldiers went part of the way together; and that 
in their way they had to ford a rapid river, where 
the solciers asked their merry friend, the beggar, 
to carry them across. This he did, sometimes 
taking two at atime, and demanding a penny from 
each for bis trouble. ‘The officer going to the 
house in due time afier the bepyar, rushed in, ac- 
companied by the sergeant and three soldiers — 
Phey bad searce tome to look to the end of the 
fable Where they saw the beggar standing, when 
the door was shut, and they were instantiy seed 
dy two armed men on each side, and pinioned — 
They were threatened with instant death if they 
uttered the leastcry. The begrar then went out 
end called in the rest of the party, two and iwy, 
who were all servedia the same manner Having 
been disarmed, they were placed under a strong 
guard uli the Moning s wh n. after a pleniiful 
breakfast, they were released, on taking an oath 
aa the dirk (before the same man called the Billie, 





who ts mentioned in the preceding «tory ) to re- 
turn immediately to their yarrison, without nak 
ing any further attemp a! thistime. ‘Their arms 


promise sure, and as being the lawful prize of 
war. 

The same officer was afterwards sent against 
Rob Roy to retrieve his former mishap; but was 
again, through the skill and activity of this extra 
ordinary man, taken prisoner with his parry, and 
the whole of them deprived of their arms. All 
this seems very strange, when we consider ‘hat it 
war -ttually done within the last century : and a! 
atime when the government had assumed a much 
greater authority in the Highlands than for many 
centuries before. 

“ The truth is,” as our author observes, the 
thing could not have happened had it not been for 
the peculiarity of the man’s character: for. with 
all his lawless spotiations, and unremilting acts of 
vengeance and robbery against the Montrose fami- 
ly, he had not an ene my in the country beyond the 
sphere of theirinfluence. He never lurt,or med- 
dled with the preperty of a poor man; and, as ! 
‘have stated, was always careful that his great 
‘enemy should be the princip:} and the ouly suffer- 
er, Had it been otherwise, jt was impossible that 
notwithstanding all his enterprise. address intre. 
pidity, and vigilance, he could have long escaped 
wm a populous country, and with a warlike people 
well qualified to execute any daring exploit + such 
6 4 serzure of this man, had they been his enemes 
and willing to doso. Instead of which he lived 
socially among them,—ave the education of gen- 
tlemea to his sons,—frequented the most populous 
towaa, whether in Edinburgh, Perth, ot Glasgow ; 
at the same time displaying a great and masterly 
address in avoiding or calling for public notice.
